All the and wealthy 
foreign families who used every year ‘cupy apart - 
ments in the Palaces of the Canal bandoned it, 
and the emigration of the native inhalt anta is becom- 


ing more numerous every day. “There is an undisguised 

e between an unarmed population, who manifest 
by all the means in their power their hatred of foreign 
rule,and an obstinate stupid local Government, re. 
venging itself on the mass of the pepelation by 
various petty annoyances. In this struggle the Aus- 
trian remains neutral, and, if we are to Judge 
from casual remarks of the officers, it is fatigued 


with the task imposed on it. A recent decree commands 


that the ancient formula‘ Lombardo-Venetian’ shall be 
employed in all official acts, and the word Lombardo is 
as often effaced as it is posted in the square of St Mark. 
It was announced on the 27th that Garibaldi had landed 
on the Neapolitan territory, and the national colours 
were seen flying the following day from the Capello 
Pallace and the adjoining houses. The Capello Palace 
is now inhabited by one of the very few English 
families resident at Venice; it was formerly the 
residence of the French Consul. The festival of 
Santa Martha and the festival of the Redemption 
were formerly observed with great pomp by the 
Venetians ; they now pass in perfect silence. The 
Venetians are much grieved at being thus compelled to 
neglect the festival of Santa Martha on the 29th of July. 
On the 26th the principal inhabitants of the island of 
Chioggia, chiefly fishermen, assembled at dinner, and 
the health of Garibaldi was drunk with loud cheers. 
On the night of the 27th the Austrian police arrested 
22 of the fishermen, Bastions upon bastions ate being 
constructed, and cannon heaped upon cannon are 
directed against the town. May it not suffer the fate 
of Palermo! There is not a convent which is not con- 
verted into a barrack, and now the church of Santa 
Lucia is about to be converted into a fortification. On 
the 20th the naval conscripts were called on to serve, 
when for every 100 men 35 only responded. The re- 
mainder went to swell the ranks of Garibaldi. I have 
already alluded to the sympathy expressed by part of 
the Austrian army for the people of Italy. It is certain 
that some officers of the regiment Don Miguel have been 
arrested, and that the chaplain has arrived at Venice 
in custody of 10 Gendarmes.”’ ;

The following is Prince Gortschakoff’s circular to 
the Russian diplomatic agents abroad on the subject of 

hrkey :— 

“St. Petersburg, April 23, 1860. 

“ The situation of the Christian provinces subject to 
the domination of the Porte could not have escaped the 
ngtiee of the Great European Powers. The Imperial 

bimet has considered it necessary to devote the more 
‘attention to it that the reports which reach it from 
those provinces, and particularly from Bosnia, the 
Herzeyovine, and Bulgaria, draw an afflicting picture of 
the situation of those countries. 

& We considered it our duty to prevent as much as 
possible the eventualities which such a*state of things 
might produce in the general situation of the East. We 
called the attention of the Turkish Ministers to all the 
facts which came to our knowledge, and pointed out the 
necessity of applying a remedy to tiem. We received 
from them promises and assurances which, up to the 
present time, have been without result. We have, at the 
same time, constantly recommended the Christians not 
to expose themselves to the danger of aggravating their 
position by any violent resolutions, butto wait patiently 
for the possible improvement of their condition. 

“These measures have perhaps contributed to delay 
the explosion which everything seemed to prognosticate 
Nevertheless, they could not be effectual, except some. 
thing were done to alleviate the sufferings of those 
people, or at least to give them some hopes of relief, 

and thus prevent them from being driven to despera- 
tion, 

“Such has not been the case ; all the accounts which 
reach us state that excesses ofall kinds constantly tend 
to keep up agitation in those countries, and that the 
evil had attained its utmost limit. 

“ Under these circumstances the Imperial Cabinet 
fears that representations addressed isolatedly to the 
Turkish Government would remain without effect, and 
that the exhortations addressed to the Christians to be 
resigned would not be sufficient to prevent a conflict. 

„We can fully appreciate the difficulties against 
which the Forte has to struggle, and we have no doubt 

ot its góod intentions. But if, after the promises made 
to E. cope in 1856, things have now come to this point, 


it ís evident that they must be attributed either to the 
weakness and to a culpable indulgence on the part of 
the Ottoman Government, or to the inconveniences in- 


herent to the situation created for the Christian pro- 
vinces under Turkish rule. 

„However this may be, we are convinced that such a 
state of things cannot continue without shortly lead- 
ing to a crisis dangerous for the repose of the East, the 
existence of the Ottoman Government, and consequently 
for the general interests of Europe. 

“ Persuaded that the other Great Powers cannot, more 
than ourselves, remain indifferent to those scrious even- 
tualities, we think that an intervention exercised col- 
lectively at Constantinople, by all the Cabinets interested 
in the tranquillity of Turkey, is alone calculated to ward 
off the threatened events. 

“ For this purpose, and wishing to establish as com- 
plete an understanding as possible, I, by order of the 
Emperor, assembled round me the representatives of 
England, Austria, France, and Prussia. I pointed out 
to them the danger of a crisis, the urgency of prevent. 
ing it, and the means which we thought the best calcu- 
lated to effect this object. I requested them to make 
the necessary communications to their Governments, 
and to unite in the steps we proposed to take. 

“ Wishing to fix on some determinate bases for these 
proceedings, the representatives, under the reserve of 
the sanction of their respective courts, agreed with me 
on the following points :— 

“1. An iimmediate declaration on the part of the five 
Great Powers that they could no longer tolerate the 
preseut state of things in the Christian provinces of 
the Ottoman Empire. 

“2. A demand for an organisation, having for object 
to give to the Christian provinces of the Porte effectual 
guarantees calculated to satisfy the legitimate com- 

laints of the people, and at the same time to tranquillise 
jurope with regard to the possibility of complications 
which affected her general interest as well as those 
Turkey.

THE DELHI PRIZE CLAIMS. 

The following letter has been addressed to the Editor 
of the Times 

Sin, Would you kindly permit me, through the me- 
dium of your columns, to advocate the cause of the 
Delhi field force, and the Indian troops generally, with 
regard to the prize money to which they are entitled? 

On the 20th of next month just three years will have 
elapsed since the capture of Delhi from the insurgents— 
a period, one would imagine, amply sufficient for the 
completion of all. necessary arrangements (however 
complicated they might have been) for the dis- 
tribution of the prize money collected there. Month 
after month, however, rolls on—I might almost say 

after year—and still the money lies in the cot- 
fers of the Indian Government, who do not appear 
to have any intention of parting with it for, at 
any rate, some time yet. The facts of the case are 
simply these :'— About eight months after the capture 
. of Delhi—i.c., about June, 1858—when the whole of the 
money derived from the sale of the valuable property 
captured had been realised and collected. the troops 
who had been engaged naturally supposed that, as the 
money was lying ready in the hands of the prize agents, 
no time would be lost in distributing to all their respec- 
tive shares. They were, however, doomed to be disap- 
inted. A notification appeared in the official Gazette 
which stated that the Government had been good 
enough to borrow the Delhi prize money from the 
2 for three months at five per cent. This was, 
as said before, in June, 1858. and “since then no- 
thing has been heard of it. The whole sum is stated to 
amount to £335,000, which, considering the smallness 
of the force, the absence of a Commander-in-Chief, 
(whose share is an eighth part of the whole), and the 
paucity of general officers, would give a very acceptable 
sum toall who were present during the siege. The 
same course has been pursued by the Government with 
the prize money taken at Lucknow. At Kirwee also, a 
force under Gencral Whitlock captured an immense sum 
A money from the rebels, far exceeding that of Delhi 
and Lucknow combined, which was taken over by the 
Government, and deposited in the treasury at Al. 
lahabad. Not a farthing of it has ever been die- 
bursed. Altogether, as Lord Ellenborough stated about 
a fortnight ago, in the House of Lords, the Indian 
Government is richer by a million of money, which ought 
long ago to have been distributed to the troops who 
have earned it so well. The Secretary of State for 
India has on several occasions been asked in the House 
when it is the intention of the Government to distri- 
bute the Delhi and Lucknow prize money, and his in- 
genuity in evading the question really does him infinite 
credit.

“That a committee of guardians be appointed for the 
purpose of inquiring and reporting whether—having regard 
to the number of paupers at present in the house—any re- 
duction might be made in the number of officers of the 
establishment, and if such reduction be not at present prac- 
ticable, whether any recommendation can be 22 
the filling up of any vacancies which may eccur,” 

. Malley, in support of tite motion , said he felt bound 
in duty to himself to state that it was not his object to 
have the services of any of the present officials dispensed 
with ; for having regard to the circumstanees, the 
fidelity, and other qualities manifested by these indivi- 
duals while connected with the establishment, that 
might naturally be considered a harsh proceeding. 
His object was to have & reduction of the 
number of the officials in the establishment according 
as Vacancies occurred by death, resignation, or otherwise. 
He would candidly own, however, that his chief object 
was todispense with the sheds altogether. Under a 
sealed order, issued by the Commissioners on the 12th 
August, 1856, it appeared that the workhouse was 
calculated to accommodate 1,840 people; but it appeared 
from the present return, that the number on the 4th 
August was only 1,578, almost 300 below the number 
which the institution could accommodate. They should 
also bear in mind, that there was in connectioa with the 
workhouse an auxiliary in Church-street, where 
100 persons could be accommodated, as well as 
temporary buildings at Glasnevin, for the accom- 
módation of 434 persons’ Thus it appeared that 
the entire establishment was able to accommodate a 
total of 2518, so that they really had accommodation for 
nearly 100 persons in excess of those to whom they were 
now giving relief. He did not like to refer to the salaries 
which the officers were receiving, for, in his opinion, they 
were not receiving one shilling too much; but his prin- 
ciple was to have no more officers than was necessary ; 
te work them well, and make them earn their salary. 
That was the principle which he acted on in private life, 
and he believed it was a sound one. He wished ex- 
plicitly to state that he did not quarrel with the salaries 
of the officers, on the contrary, if it could with pro- 
priety be done, hie would rather increase than diminish 
them. 

Mr. J. J. Butler said that if Mr. Malley would con- 
sent to alter his resolution so as merely to retain the 
latter part, he was willing to support it; but as the 
resolution now stood, he considered it too comprehen- 
sive. He would never be a party to any resolution 
which would bring about the dismissal or removal of 
officers who had conducted themselves honestly and 
efliciently in the institution. As he was one of those 
who had suffered himself in a similar respect, he could 
feel keenly on the subjeet. If Mr. Malley altered his 
resolution in accordance with his (Mr. Butler's) views, 
he would give it his support. 

Mr. Arkins suggested that Mr. Malley should do so, 
Mr. Dixon said he entirely dissented from Mr. Mal- 
ley’s views, and that he would explain the nature of his 
dissent in the course of the debate. 

Mr. Malley observed that he was quite willing to 
listen to any reasonable — AC that might be made 
by any member of the board; but he preferred, in the 
first instance, to hear what they had indívidually to say 
upon the subject. é 
Mr. Dooley said it was his intention to second the re- 
solution. He thought the more discussion they had on 
the subject, the more likely they were to see some ser- 
vice rendered to the institution. He did not see how 


any gentleman, entertaining the same views as Mr. 
Butler, could object to the resolution, the more es- 
pecially because it did not propose the dismissal of any 
officer, but merely the appointment of a committee to 
inguire and report upon the matter. They should bear 


in mind that this proposal, too, was not originated now 
for the first time, They had sometime ago requested

be accused of uttering a gross absurdity; but the real 

facts of the ease were still worse, for the whole amount 
expended for relief of the poor in 1659, was. only 

£232,000, while the salaries of officers for that year 
came to £94,000, or considerably more than one-third. 
Was it not fair to consider that that state of things 
should not last. It was, in his opinion, a very bad ar- 
gument to advance, that because the numbers to be re- 
lieved had diminished, that, therefore, the expense of 
administering the relief should be increased. He consi- 
dered Mr, Malley’s a fair proposition, and would, there- 

fore, heartily support it. 

Mr. Arkins begged of Mr. Malley to change the 
wording of his resolution in aecordance with the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Butler, and not allow himself to be misled 
by Mr. Dooley’s figures, which, he said, were quite falla- 
cious. Mr. Malley had compared the state and ex- 
penses of the house in 1847 with those in 1859, and 
inferred that the cost of the officers was in the latter 
year some £800 more than in the former; but he (Mr. 
Arkins) could show most convincingly that the extra 
expenditure on this head was only £9 more. Mr. Arkins 
then proceeded to show that in 1847 the expenses of 
shoemakers, tailors, carpenters, and of the tradesmen 
generally of the house were charged to the building 
account, &¢., while now they were put under the head 
of officers ; and the sum now paid on this aegount, viz., 
£314 a-year was transferred to theaccount of the officers. 
They should also keep in mind that in 1847 they had no 
relieving officers, though it was now universally admit- 
ted that it would be impossible to carry on the business 
of the union without the vigilance of these men. In 
1847 too there was no Medical Charities’ Act, and they 
were compelled to give temporary relief. Mr. Arkins 
then read some statistics to show that the increase in the 
amount of salaries in 1859, over that of 1847, was only 
£99, and contended that the present officers were ne- 
cessary in order to maintain a proper machinery for car- 
rying on the business of the union, 

Mr. Thorp was of opinion that the eommittee should 
especially report as to what should be done with the 
sheds, In his opinion they might very well be done 
without. The expense conneeted with them was very 
great, and was continuing from year to year. 

Mr. Malley said the sheds were embraced in his reso- 
lution, and, of course, if the committee were appointed, 
it would extend its inquiry tothem. From a document 
he held in his hand, it that there were eight 
officials at the sheds, and the committee would rt 
as to whether any of them could be dispensed with ; 
he (Mr. Malley) was not at present aware that suel, 
was the case.

Mr. John Martin observed that he could not under- 
stand how any member of that board could object to the 
inquiry. Ile quite concurred in the remark of Captain 
Lindsay, on a tormer occasion, that a committee of in- 
quiry should never be objected to and if the board were 
now of opinion that such inquiry was necessary, he 
(Mr. Martin) was of opinion that it would be bad pclicy 
to vireumscribe the powers of the committee appointed 
for the purpose. Instead of dissenting from the terms 
of Mr. Malicy’s resolution, he would say that if it re 
quired amendment, it should be more comprehensive in 
its character. At the same time he could not help ad- 
verting to the peculiar position of the Poor Law 
officials.
